A Radar, for the Police Depart- 
ment; an article to enlarge the 
Town Beach, at Silver Lake; one 
calling for $3500 for new furniture 
for the Town Hall; one calling for 
the purchase ofa three-yard power 
sweeper for the Highway Depart- 
ment, and one which seeks to pur- 
chase three lots of land, adjacent 
to the Town Beach, 

One article, submitted by the 
Town Manager, seeks to have ten- 
nis courts constructed at the North 
Intermediate School, He submitted 
another, for localities not speci~ 
fied, for new sidewalks, 

There is an article to accept 
Oak Court, off Burt Road, under 
the Betterment Act, and there are 
two articles to sell land to the 
Jackson Brothers, Inc, 

A new Dog Leash law is pro- 
posed by David Wiberg, of Birch- 
wood Road, he who exchanged let- 
ters with the Town Manager, in 
the Town Crier, on the subject of 
dogs, 

An article calls for the town to 
sell four lots of land to Adam 
Kozlowski, of Salem Street. 

Another calls for the town to 
transfer jurisdiction of two parcels 


of town owned land to the Conserva~ 
tion Commission, 

The Board of Trustees of the 
Public Library have submitted an 
article asking for the construction 
of a new public library.

Seek dog 


which attacked lady 


Wilmington Police are searching for a black 
German Shepard dog which viciously attacked Mrs 
Velma Brown, a druggist employed at the Wilmington 


Center Pharmacy. 


The attack took place last Saturday, at 9:40 pm 
in the parking lot of the Middlesex County Bank. 


The search is being conducted at 
the request of Dr. John Marshall, 
Lowell Street, the physician who 
attended Mrs Brown after the at- 
attack, Dr Marshall wants to de- 
termine whether or not the dog 
has rabies. 

It is important that the dog be 
found. If there is no proof that the 
dog is free of rabies Mrs Brown 
will have to undergo a long and 
painful treatment, inoculations a- 
gainst the disease, If it is proved 
that the dog does not have the 
disease she will not have to take 
the injections, 

The dog is described as being 
huge, It was seen by several per- 
sons Saturday night, in the Wil- 
mington Square area, and appeared 
to be searching for his master, The 
conjecture is that his master uses 
the railroad for transportation to 
and from Boston, and had recently 
either got off, or had boarded a 
train, at the depot, across the 
street from the pharmacy. 

When Mrs Brown left the drug- 
store, last Saturday, the dog fol- 
lowed her to the parking lot. 

At the parking lot it suddenly 
sprung upon her, knocking her to 
the ground, and seeking to bite her 
in the face and throat, 

There was a heavy snowstorm at 
the time, A Mr. Duggan, believed 


something wrong, and came to the 
rescue of the lady, 

Mrs Brown was sheilding her 
face and throat with her arms. The 
dog tore the coat in several places 
and her arms were black and blue 
from bruises, 

She has a number of scratches 
on her arms, which possibly were

There is a lot said, and sometimes doubted, 
about the freedom of the American press, But the 
freest press in our land today isthe small independ- 
ent weekly newspaper, It is free because it is one 
of the last survivors of an age of individualists. It 
is too small to be noticed a great deal by the mighty 
powers that mold public opinions, 

It exists only by the grace of the Almighty and 
the good will of its advertisers. Its owners and 
publishers are usually too stubborn to be bought, 
and it doesn’t give the mighty newspaper empires 
enough competition to earn their enmity. 

Editorially it preaches ‘Trade at home,’ ‘Sup- 
Port your local chamber of commerce’ and ‘Go 
to church on Sunday,’ But it can and does jump on 
crooked politicians and corrupt government and it 
can wax eloquent over the questions of patriotism 
and motherhood. Now and then it castigates the 
mayor or governor of the state, and the President 
and the Supreme Court of the United States when 
it feels they deserve censure. Its personnel work 
long hours, more or less cheerfully accepting tor- 
rents of abuse from disgruntled readers, 

But it is free, Perhaps it is that kind of free- 
dom that comes when you no longer have anything 
more to lose.

People tolerate it like they doan eccentric 
aging relative, The weekly paper has been around 
So long that the citizenry rarely pauses to consider 
it. But, comes a dictatorship or military occupa- 
tion, the newspaper is the first thing that must be 
controlled,

THE MBTA TERMINAL 


Last week the Town Crier (and the Andover 
Townsman aS well) reported that there is a possi- 
bility that a proposed Massachusetts Bay Trans~ 
portation Authority terminus will be located at the 
junction of Routes 93 and 129. 

Other information which has come to this paper 
indicates that the MBTA is considering other areas 
within Wilmington as well. One site being consider- 
ed is near the crossing of Route 93 and the railroad, 
in North Wilmington - {.e., somewhere near the 
Bob Evans farm, 

What the MBTA is seeking is an area where 
6,000 cars can be parked, It hopes to locate this 
near Route 93, and thus get passengers from such 
Places as Andover, Lawrence, Salem, N,H,, and 
points north, before they drive their cars all the 
way into Boston, 

This seems to be good planning - but: 

As this paper understands the formulae on 
which the deficits of the MBTA are computed, each 
town or city pays in proportion to the number of 
Passengers boarding in the community. 

If the: MBTA terminal were to be located in 
Wilmington, so as to ‘drain’ passengers from 
Route 93, and if 6,000 cars were to be parked in 
that terminal area, would Wilmington have to pay a 
‘head tax’ on all those people from Andover, Law- 
rence, etc? 


1965 WAS A YEAR OF ARSON 


In the' opinion of this paper, 1965 was the Year 
of Arson, in Wilmington, 

A further opinion, totally unsolicited, is that the 
person or persons who (is) (are) committing the 
arson uses an automobile, and perhaps is nota 
resident of this town, 

Eight buildings in Wilmington were victims of 
this type of destruction, during recent months, In 
nearly every case the building was vacant. Most 
of them were old. 

The home of the late Herbert C, Barrows was 
the ‘site of the most spectacular fire, Destruction, 
forall purposes, was total. 

Destruction was also total for the ‘Hermit’s 
House’ at the upper end of Ballardvale Street, and 
two small places off Ballardvale Street - Catalino’s 
and Tallini’s, 

Other buildings which were attempted, in the 
opinion of this paper were the 1730 House, the Bill 
Mack former gas station on Main Street, the Tweed- 
Manning House (one of Wilmington’s oldest) on 
Ballardvale Street, and the Pearson Tavern, in 
which the John Elia family was living, 

Wilmington is not alone, in these reports of 
arson and attempted arson, but it-does seem to be 
in the center of activities,

A Power Study Committee .re- 
commendation that the town nego- 
tiate with Reading Light for lower 
power .rates highlighted Monday 
night’s Selectmen’s Meeting.
